Talks on St. Joseph 
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TUESDAY, MARCH 15, 1932 



The Retreat 

Retreat — the word itself seems to cast over all a 
spell of quiet and peace and unearthliness. And it 
should, for a retreat is just such a period of calm 
elevation. It is a time for which, in the midst of a 
world of petty detail, we have often found ourselves 
yearning, a time in which we cast out all inconsequential 
temporal matters the better to house the spiritual, in 
which we can cease to exist, as mortals among men the 
better to live as spirits close to our Creator. It is a 
time of silence, this retreat, of a silence that sows 
the seed of thought and reaps its fruits in abundance. 
A retreat is all this; it should be all this. And we 
can make ours such a retreat if we will. 

“If we will” — there is a wealth of meaning in those 
words. There is first of all the earnest desire to 
regard the retreat, not merely as another period of 
existence in which we have the good fortune to be free 
from bothersome lessons, but rather as a stepping-stone 
to higher things; there is the intention and resolution 
to enter upon it in this not gloomy but eager spirit; 
there is above all in those few words the expression of 
a firm determination to carry out such an intention. 

Shall we “will” this? Shall our retreat be one in 
which we feel spiritually strengthened, to which we can 
later look back as the turning-point of our spiritual 
progress, or shall it be merely another three days of 
the year, soon to merge into oblivon along with hundreds 
of its fellows? Shall our retreat, in short, be good or 
bad? 

It is for us to decide. 



Our Faculty 

In this, the month devoted especially to the honoring 
of St. Joseph, it is fitting that we should at least brief- 
ly consider the history of that community, the Sisters 
of St. Joseph of Carondelet, to which we, as student of 
St. Teresa Academy, are so deeply indebted for knowl- 
edge, inspiration, and guidance. 

In the year 1650 in the Church of Le Puy, France, 
stood Bishop de Maupas. He handed to each of sever- 
al daughters of France, who were eager to offer them- 
selves to God for three-fold purpose of personal per- 
fection, performance of works of charity, and the Chris- 
tian education of youth, a cross. “Wear it openly, he 
said to them, “bear it bravely, just as Christ did up 
anguished heights. Carry it down the way of pain into 
the homes of fever, into the warrens of the poor; bear 
it to far off lands. Be it your oriflame, to light you to 
victory. When in death you resign it, let other hands 
and hearts like yours in consecration take up the bur- 
den, preserving it ever in their and your society’s keep- 
ing during the onrolling centuries.” These were the 
first Sisters of St. Joseph. 

The new congregation spread rapidly. In 1693 the 
Sisters were established in the diocese of Le Puy, Cler- 
mont, Grenoble, Embrun, Sistern, Viviers, Usse, Gap, 
Vienne, and Lyons. In all they were successfully en- 
gaged in the instruction of young girls, the direction of 
orphanages, and the care of the sick. But this pros- 
perous career was c hecked by the fury of the French 
Revolution. 

In 1 (91 Mother St. John Fontbonne, fearing for the 1 
lives of her Sisters, persuaded them to return to their 
homes, to await the coming of better times. She with 
two devoted companions, Sister Teresa and Sister Mar- 
tha, remained at the convent at Monistral until they 
were rudely forced into the street. They found a ref- | 
uge in the Fontbonne home. Here, disguised in peasant 
dress, for two years they gatrered together the chil- 
dren of the district and gave them religious instruction. 
They were discovered in 1793 and cast into the prison 
of Saint Didier. 

One evening in the midsummer of 1794 announcement 
was made to them that they would be executed the fol- 
lowing morning. But that night Robespierre fell. The 
next morning Mother St. John Fontbonne and the other 
Sisters were freed. In other parts of France, however, 
seven of the Sisters had laid down their lives for the 
Faith. 

In 1807 an opportunity to reassemble the Sisters came 
to the heroic Mother Saint John Fontbonne. She gath- 
ered together the few that were left from their hiding 
places and, invoking the protection of St. Joseph, re- 
stored her Congregation to a flourishing condition. 



In 1836 at the invitation of Right Rev. Joseph Rosati, 
Bishop of St. Louis, and through the financial aid of 
Madame de la Rochejaquelin, devoted friend of Mother 
St. John Fontbonne and of her congregation, six Sisters 
of St. Joseph came to St. Louis for “Foreign Mission 
Work.” 

Their first mission was at Carokia, Illinois, three 
miles from St. Louis. About five months later they 
settled at Carondelet, a suburb south of St. oLuis. From 
here the Sisters have spread North, South, East, and 
West, throughout the United States. 

To quote His Excellency John J. Glennon: “The Sis- 
ters of Saint Joseph are privileged to be the advanced 
guard today in that battle, which is of and for the Lord. 
We pray that many will come to help them in that 
struggle, to take the place of the heroines who fall; to 
aid them in seeking new points of advantage, or furn- 
ish a reserve ready for action in these coming days 
which threaten. Not all our young women can be Sis- 
ters. Only those who are willing to make sacrifices — 
only those whose souls are touched with the flame of 
the spirit — only those who can see high emprise in leav- 
ing all to follow Him — only those who realize that 
there is no solitude where God is, and that no mortal 
task may claim them when the work of God is to be 
done.” 



St. Joseph 

As Almighty God chose Joseph, the son of the Patri- 
arch Jacob, to deliver the people of Egypt from famine, 
so when the time had come and He was about to send 
His only Son to redeem the world, He chose another 
Joseph, whom He made the lord and chief of his house- 
hold and possessor and guardian of His choicest treas- 
ures. For, He espoused to him the Immaculate Virgin 
Mary, of whom was born by the Holy Ghost, Jesus 
Christ, Our Lord. And Him, whom so many prophets 
and kings had wished to see, Joseph not only saw but 
cared for and protected. 

On account of this great trust which God conferred 
on His most faithful servant, the Church has honoured 
the Blessed Joseph next to his spouse, the Mother of 
God, and has sought his aid in all times of trouble. 

Of all the Saints of the New Testament, St. Joseph is 
the only one to share with Our Blessed Lady the 
privilege of having been clearly described and foreshown 
in the Old Testament. 

Above all other Saints, St. Joseph is regarded as the 
special patron of a good and happy death. Innumerable 
are the instances related of his defense of his faithful 
followers, in that dread and all important hour, when all 
feel so greatly the need of protection. 

If we can make sure of a powerful patron for that 
time of utter helplessness, we are safe indeed. 

“Go to St. Joseph” with utmost confidence, whoever 
you may be or for any trouble; for he loves us all, young 
and old, innocent and sinful, rich and poor. He was 
poor and hard working but he was of the royal race of 
David. Thus we may all find in his life something to 
inspire us with confidence. 

The rich and noble can remember that he was of the 
race of David, the poor, that he worked and lived as a 
village carpenter. All can remember that no heart 
lived in such intimate union with Jesus and Mary as 
his. 



St. Patrick 

St. Patrick’s Day, March 17, is usually welcomed as 
a brief period of relief from the strain and rigor of the 
Lenten season, and is celebrated amid great gaiety and 
merry-making. But let us pause a moment to consider 
the example of this noble man who devoted his life to 
the exercise of perfect dharity; we will find ourselves 
refreshed and strenghtened by the thought. 

St. Patrick was born in Brittany in the year 387. 
In his youth he was captured by pirates and sold into 
slavery in Ireland where he suffered from hunger, cold 
and ill-treatment. He endured all with heroic courage 
and gave himself up to the exercise of fervent prayer. 
When he regained his liberty, he was called, in a vision, 
to preach the Gospel. He hastened to a monastery in 
France where he studied to fit himself for his future 
apostolate. When he was fully prepared he made his 
way to Rome to consult the Pope. He besought the Holy 
Father to send him as missionary to Ireland. The Pope 
consented, consecrated (him a Bishop, and sent him 
forth with many other evangelical laborers to Ireland, 
the land of his bondage. He landed there in 432 A. D. 

At Tara he met the king and several Druid priests, with 
whom he had many conferences. With the permission 
of the king he began to preach. In a short time converts 
were multiplied, Churches and monasteries were built, 
bishops were consecrated, and priests were ordained. 

Many stories are told of the simplicity and clearness 
of the teaching of this Saint and of the holiness of his 
life. Everyone knows the story of how St. Patrick 
taught the great Ghristian doctrine of the Trinity by 
plucking a shamrock and pointing to the three perfect 
leaves growing from one stem. From that day to this 
the shamrock has been used as the national floral 
emblem of Ireland. 

Wherever St. Patrick went he made converts of chiefs 
and people, and before he died, about the year 334 A. D., 
the whole island was won to Catholicism. Since her 
conversion, Ireland has remained faithful to the Church, 
but at the Reformation Scotland fell away from the 
faithful and became Protestant. 

His favorite practice was to increase within souls 
the purity of faith by prayer and frequentation of the 
Sacraments.

Thorsmark presents the biography 
not as the history of the life of a 
great man but as the narrative of his 
experiences. The earliest chapters in- 
troduce the strong, fearless youth of 
Virginia, who despite his great 
bravery is yet stricken with bashful- 
ness at any public attention. The 
story follows his development into the 
hardy, active surveyor and then the 
courageous young soldier. It por- 
trays him first as a citizen of thought 
and then as a citizen of actions, who 
emerges finally as the Commander- 
in-chief of the daring rebel army. It 
takes the victorius military leader 
through the period of his powerful 
political influence to his election as 
first President of the struggling 
young Republic. Here it tells of the 
eight years of public success and re- 
nown and the two years of private 
happiness which preceded the death 
of this noble man, whom Frederick 
of Prussia once styled “the greatest 
general in the world.” 



In order to make a practical study 
of engines the Physics class of the 
Academy, accompanied by Sister Hor- 
tense, instructor in science, visited the 
City Ice plant, February 17.
